With sorrowing hearts the members of the Board of Trustees of The Cleveland 
Museum of Art direct that the following memorial of our late beloved asso- 
ciate, Howard Parmelee Eells, be made part of the Museum records. 

Howard Parmelee Eells was born in Cleveland on the sixteenth day of June, 
1855, an d during his life of a little more than threescore years this city has 
been his home. Suddenly on the eleventh day of February, 1919, his summons 
came and he passed away in Pasadena, California. 

No citizen of Cleveland was more uniformly respected than he, and his 
name has at all times stood in this community as a synonym for all that which 
is highest and best. He was brave and generous. He was alive to all the needs 
of the community and active in all good works. His was an educated, culti- 
vated mind with keen appreciation of the beautiful in nature, in literature 
and in art. This phase of his personality finds apt illustration in his beautiful 
home filled with treasures of artistic beauty collected in years of intelligent, 
painstaking, loving search for that which is worth while in the world of 
artistic accomplishment. 

In the world of business affairs, Howard Eells was a leader recognized as 
possessing in unusual degree sound and conservative judgment combined 
with a broadness of business view. In the many public institutions with which 
he was identified his hearty interest and wise counsel were ever a potent 
influence in all which was done. 

With his whole heart he was actively interested in the development of art 
in this city. Identified with this museum from its foundation, his presence at 
our meetings, his unselfish devotion to all interests of the Museum, his 
exquisite, richly cultivated taste and practical judgment have ever been an 
inspiration to his associates. 

In all the social relations of life, Howard Eells bore well his part. He was 
ever an ideal host, the good neighbor, the loyal friend and charming com- 
panion. Our good friend will be sadly missed in all the walks of life in this city. 
His was a rare personality blending in unusual degree force of character and 
loveliness of life. 

The career of our dear friend lacked not the struggles of all strong men, but 
he died a victor; departing, he leaves crowds of witnesses who testify to the 
fact that he fought well the fight, that he kept well the faith — not only in the 
religious life, of which he was a disciple, but as well the faith of a sincere lover 
of his country and of his fellow men; the faith of a loving husband and father, 
devoted to home and family; the faith of a life devotion to all that which is 
purest and noblest and best. 

Truly there is laid up for him an unwithering crown of devoted, admiring 
appreciation in the loving hearts and memories of his hosts of friends. 

We beg to extend to Mrs. Eells, her sons and daughters the sympathy of 
all associated in the work of this Museum. 
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
